 @TYSPH, Ponnant ard Sackford Brewer Gert, 
fore Men, and one Indian named Pyancha,an Appamat- 
tuck for our Guide, with two ſervants, foure Horſes and Pro- 
Urſc0n, advanced from Fort Henry, lying on Appamattuck 
Rrver at the fals, being a branch of James River, intending 
a South weſterne Diſcovery. | 
This day wec oaſſed over a branch belonging to 
Blackwater lake, running South caſt into Chawan River; 
at that place wee were forced to unlade our Carria- 
ges by rcaſon of the great raines lately fallen, which 
otherwiſe is very paſſable for toot,being firm gravelly 
ground in the bottome, and lieth from Fort Henry 20, 
miles,and ſome 12.miles from this placewe travelled 
unto a deepe River called the Nottaway Creeke ſome 
I00,paces over ſandy bottomes(& with little labour 
may be made paſleable} unto a-No:taway Town liyng 
ſome rwo miles from the River. Hirher we came 
within night, and by reaſon of our ſuddaine approach 
. and hallowing of Robert Favmer ſervant to Mr. Bland, 
the Inhabitants ran all away into the Woods., with 
their Women and Children ;z therefore by us it was 
named Farmers Chalc, After our arrivali there with- 
ina ſmall ſpace of time one ſzd:az man appeared,and 
finding of us peaccadle, and the white Ao bore be- 
fore.us by our Guide whom they knew, he made 2; 
B hallow,

hallow and the re{t came m from their ſculking holes 
like ſo many timcrous Harcs, and ſhewcd us what 
curtche they could. About rwo houres after came to 
ns Oyrocker clder brothcr ro Chonnteronunte one of the 
No:tanay Rings, who told us that his brothore Chanute 
; 0%;4t and other of rhe N#:taway Kings would come 
oO US nCXtT day by Noone 0 and that the day bctore 
Choxnterounte and all his men had been a hnaring,and 
it hapned that Chountercunte had ſhot one of his bro- 
thers in the Icg, and that thereupon he was gonc 
downewards, We ſtaycd untill ncxt day at Noone 
but he came not, and then we journyed unto the 
Towne belonging unto Oyeocker , who Eindly invited 
us thirthcr , and told us he thought that Chounteroume 
would mcecr us there, and alſo of his owne accord 
proffcred us to be our guide whitherfocver we went. 
The Land generally to this Towne is Champion, vc- 


Tyrich, and the Towne ſcituare in a rich levell, well 


timbered, watcred,and very convenient for Hogs and 
Cattle. 

eAzguſt 28, We journied with our new entertain- 
ed Guide Oyeocker , lying berweene South, and South 
and by Weſt, from the firſt Towne upon a very rich 
Jevell of Land: fixtcen miles from this place we came 
unto the River Pexxa Mounr, being another branch of 
ChamanRivgr,cight miles on the South fide it hath ve- 
ry rich Land and Corn-ficldson both ſides the River, 


and 1s about ſome 200. paces wide, and runs out with 


Elbowes: at the place of our paſſage over this River to 


this ſecond Towne1s ſhallow upon a Sandy Point,and 
with a very little labour may be made paſſcable 
both for. foot and horſe, orany Carriage by Land,

or pentater with ſmaJl Boats, and ſome two mile; 
higher there is a ſound paſſage no deeper then a mans 
anckle : Within night came Chounterounte unto our 
Quarters frowning, and with a countenance noting 
much diſcontent , downe he ſets, and lookes about 
him, ſalures the Engliſh with a ſcornefyll poſture, 
and then our Appamatrack Guide, and tels him, I am 
ſorry tor thee friend , thou. wilt be knockt on the 
head ; after this ſome pauſe was made before any 
diſcourſe , expecting the Englith would begin , but 
finding us flow, he thus ſpake : There wasa warnoake 
Indiaz told him that there was an Engliſhman a 
Cockarozs hard by Gapraine Floods , gave this Indian 
B-lls, and other petty truck to lay downe to the Tus- 
karood King , and would have hired him to have gone 
wich him, but the yainoakes being doubtfull what to 
doe, went to Captaine Flood for advice, who adviſed 
them notto go, for that the Governour would give 
no licence to go thither ; heereupon Chounterounte 
was by us queſtioned, when and who it was that had 
rold him fo, & if he did know that wazmoate Indian,to 
which he anſwered doubrfully , and demanded of us 
whither we did intend togo ;z we told him the Tuska- 
rood King had envited us to trade, and our Governour 
had ordcred us to go, and ſpeake with an Engliſhman 
amonegſt chem, and to enquire for an Engliſh woman 
caſt away long ſince, and was amongſt thoſe Nations. 
Chounterounte perſwaded us to go no further, alleadg- 
ing there, was no Engliſh there, that the way was 
long , for paſſage very bad by reaſon of much raine' 
char had lately tatlen , and many rottea Marzrithes 
and Swampps there was to paſle over, 4x fiue-we

found him, and all his _ _ unwilling we ſhould 
go any further; bur we told them,thar ler the waies 
and paſſages be never ſo bad, we were reſolved to go 
through, and that we were not atraid ot him nor-his 
Nation, nor any other, for we? intended no injury,and 
that we muſt go, for we were commanded. by our 
King ; thcſe words cauſed Chonnterounte to afſimulate 
a tcare in hiscountenanceand atrer. delivery of him- | 
ſelfc,at our going away next day,when we had mgoun- 
ted our Horles, Chounterounte came privately unto us, 
and in'a moſt ſerious manner intimating unto us,thar 
he loved us, and our Nation, and that he lively ap- 
prehended our danger, and that our fafcty concerned 
him, for if any accident hapned otherwiſe then good 
to us, he ſhould be ſuſpe&ed to have a hand init, and 
withall wiſhed us to go no further , for that he cer- 
tainly knew that the Nations we were to go through 
end make us away by treachcryzwe anſwered him, 
that we were notafraid to be killed, for that any one 
of us were able to deale with forty through the pro- 
eeftionofour great God, for we were commanded by 
our King. , 

Au + 29, We travelled from this ſecond Town 


to Maharineck , _ miles upon barren Champion 


Lands, and fix miles further 1s a branch that runnes 
South weſt,with rich Lands upon it; and from thence 
ſome fixe miles further, is a Brooke ſome hundred 
ces over, and runnecs South and a little to the VVeſt, 
on both ſides of the Creck : for fowre miles or there- 
abouts,is very rich Lands,well Timbered and Wate- 
red, and large dry Meadowes , South and by Wet ; 
From this Crecke is another, ſome cight miles _

that opens it ſelfe into divers ſmell Guts, made þ 
the Inuridation of Freſhes of Vatcrs ; and the paſ- 
lage lies ſome two hundred paces from the Path 
and this Creck is ſome ten miles from Aubarinerke 
Towne, and was by us named Newcombs Poryeſt, It 
was night when we,cntred into Maharrneck , where 
ws tound a Houſe ready made for us of Matrs ; and 
Corne ſta!kes layd 1n ſeverall places for our Horſes, 
the Inhabitants Randing, according ro their cuſtome, 
to greet us : and aftcr ſome diſcourte with their jwer- 
7owance , a Youth, tro whom wee preſented ſeverall 
gifts, we certified them the cauſc of our commin 

was to Trade in way of friendſhip, and deſired the 
great men that what Wares or Skins the Town did 


afford, might be broughr to our-Quartcrs next mor- 
ning 3 and alſo a mcaſure for Rearoat , Which they 
promiſed ſhould be done, and fo lefrus to our ſelves 
awhile, untill wce had refreſhed our ſelves with ſuch 
roviſions as they had ſer before us, in moſt plenti- 
ull maner; and afterwards the great menand Inha 
bitants came, and performed divers Ceremonies,anc 
Dancings before us , as they uſe to doe to their grea 
Emperour Apachancano, when they entertain him in 
nll ſolemne mancr and friendſhip. 

Auguſt 39. Being wearied with our laſt 'dayestra- 
vell, we continued at Maharineck, and this day ſpake 
with a Tuskarood Indian, who told us that the Eng- 
liſhman was a great way «ff at the furthcerTuskarood 
Towne, and wee hired this Turkarood Indian to run 
before, and tell his werrowance wee intended to lay 
| him downe a preſent at Hocomowpananck, and defired 

to have him meete us there , and alſo wrote-to that 
_ _ _-.&A4J effe& 
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effcc& to tne Englithman in Engliſh, Latine, Span ſh, 
French and Dutch , the Tuskareod promiſed in three 
dayes to mccte us at Hocomarananch, In the atcer- 
noone came two Indians to our Quarters, one of 
whom the Maharinecks told us wasthe zerrowarce of 
Hocomarananck River , ſeemed very joyfull that wee 
could goe thither , and told us the Tuarood would 
have come to us to trade , but that the warzoakes had, 
ſpoken much to diſhearten them from having any 
trade with the Engliſth,and that they intended 41vers 
times to have come in, but were - d, for the war- 
zoakes had rold them that the Engtith would kill 
them, or a” a and would nor let them goc 
without a greatheape of Roaxoake middle high , ro 
which we anſwered that the zzyaznoakes durſt nor af- 
tirme any ſuch thing to our faces, and that they had 
likewiſc ſpoken much againſt the 714arood to the 
Engliſh, it being a common thing amorgft rhem to 
villefie one another , andrell nothing bur lies to the 
Engliſh, | | 

This day inthe morning the Maharineck great men 
ſpake ro heare ſome of our gunsgo off : Whereupon 
we thor two guis at a ſmaſl marke, both hitting it, 
and ar fo grcata dittance of a hundred paces , or 
more , that the Indians admired at it : Anda little 
before night the old King of Mabarimeck came to us, 
and told us,that the people in the Towne were afraid 
when the guns wenr off, and ran all away into the . 
Woods. This night alfo we had much Darcinp. 

eAuguft 31, Wee. went away from Maharimect 
South Eaſt rwo miles to goe over Mabarintck River, 
which hath a botrome hgrweene two high land fides

' through which you muſt paſſe to get over, which 
. River 1sabour two hundred paccs broad, and hath a 
hign water marke aftcr a treſh of at leaſt twenty 
foot perpendicular by the trees in rhe breaches be- 
tweene the River,and the high land of the old fields. 
This River 1s the Sourherly lait and maine branch of 
Chawan Rivcr , and was by us named wood/ord River, 
and runs to the Eaſtward of the South. On both 
fides of Woodford River 1s very much excceding rich 
Land, bur eſpecially on the further de rowards He- 
comaranarch, Imediarely after the paſſage over this 
River, are old Indian fields of exceeding rich Land, 
that beare two Crops of Indian Corne a ycare, and 
hath timber trees above five foot over, whole truncks 
are a hundred foot in cleare timber, which will make 
rwenty Cuts of Board timber a picce , and of theſe 
there 15 abundance. : 
As alſo exceeding rich Land, full of great Reeds 
thrice as big as the largeſt Arrow Reeds we havea- 
bout our Plantations; this good Land continues for 
ſome ſix miles together unto a great Swampp, and 
then begins a pyny barren Champion Land with di- 
vers Branches and Pecoſans, yet very paſſcable, run- | 
ning South and by Weſt, uno a deepe River ſome a 
hundred paces over, running Sourh,ani a little to the 
Eaſt, which River incloſes a ſmall Iſland which wee 
named Brewſters I{land, ſome eighteene miles from 
Woodford River due South, and by Weſt, with very ex- 
ceeding rich Land on both ſides of it tor ſome {ixe 
miles together, and thus River we alfo named Brew- 
fters River, ir being the firſt branch of Hucomawananck 


River: and a little lower downe as the River runs, 1s *

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ſuch another River as WY be ADS River (which is a 
mule broad.) 

After we had paſſed over this River we travelled 
ſome twenty miles further upon a pyny barren 
Champi:n Land to Hocomanananck River , South, 
and by Weſt: ſome twelve miles from Brenſters River 
wc came unto a path running crofle ſorhe twenty 
yards on each fide unto rwo remarkeable Trees ; at 
this path our Appamattuck Guide made a ftop, and 
cleared the V'citcrly end of the path with his foote, 
being demanded the meaning of ic, he ſhewed an un- 
willingnefle to relate it,{fighing very muck : Wherc- 
upon we madea ſtop untill Oyeecker our other Guide 
came up, an. then car Appamatiuck Guide journicd 
On 3 but Oyrocker ar his comming up cleared the o- 
ther end of the path, and prepared kimfelfc ina moſt 
ſerious manner to require Uur aitcytions, and told us 
that many yeares ſince their late great Emperour 
Appachancano came thithcr ro make a War upon the 
Twkareod, in-revenge of three of his men kilicd, and 
one wounded , whoetcaped, and brought him word 
of rhe other three murchcred by the Hocomawananck 
Indians fos lucre of the - Roanoake they brought with 
them to trade for Otterskins, There accompanycd 
Appachaacano ſevcrall petty Kings that were under 
him, amongſt which there was one King of a Towne 
called Pawhatan , which had long'time harboured a 
grudge againſt the King of Chazan, about a yong wo- 
man that the King of Chawaz had detayncd of the 
King of Pamhataz : Now it hapned that the King of 
Chazwan was invited by the. King of Pawhatas: to-this 
place under prcrence to pretent him wich _ of

ſome great vallew , and £208 they met accordingly, 
andthe King of Pawbatay went to {alute and embrace. 
the King of Chawan, and ſtroaking of him after their 
uſuall manner, he whipt-a bow ſtring about the 
King of Chawars neck, and ſtrangled him ; and how 
that in memorial! of this, the path is continued unto 
this day, and the friends of the Pawhatans when they 
paſſe that wav, cleanſe che Weſterly cndof -the path, 
and the friends of the Chawans the other. : And ſome. 
rwo miles from this path we came unto an Indian 
Grave upon the Eaſt fide of the path : Upon which 
Graye there lay a greatheape of ſticks covered with: 
grcene boughs, we demanded the reaſon of it.,, Oyror- 
ker told us, that there lay a great man of theEhawans. - 
char dyed in the ſame quarrell, and in honourof his 
memory they continue greene boughsover his Grave 
' to thisday,, andever when they goe forth to Varre. 
they relate his., and others valorous, floyall Aqg,co 
their yong men , to annimate them to-doe the like 
when occaſion requires, Some.foure miles from Ho- 
comarananck is very rich Champian Land: It was 
night,when we came to Hocomawananch Riveraand the = 
Indian that came with us from jyoogford River, and 
belonged to Hecomananarnch,would have had us _ 
rered upon the ſide of a great — that had the 
advantage of fſeverall borromes of the Swampp on. 
both fidesof us , but wezemoved to.take our advan” 
tage for ſafery,, andretreate, in. caſe any accident 
ſhould happen, which at that time promilſednoth 
bur danger, for our Guides began;tobe dou] all,and and 
tld us, that _the Horomapengret Indians were very

were very ſweet, and that at ſome time of the yeare 
they did-ſuck them, and eate them, and of thoſe we 
brought fome away with us, The Land over againſt 
Charles Iſland we named Blazds Diſcovery , and the 
Land over . againſt Berkeley I{land we named weeds 
journy , and ar the lower cndof Charles Ifland lies a 
Bay due South from the ſaid Iſland). fo ſpatious thar 
we could not ſee theorher fide of iezthis bay we name» 
cd Pennants Bay . and in the River between Charles I- 
fland, and the maine Land lies a Rocky Point in the 
River, which Point comes out of Charles Iſland , and 
runs tmo the middle of the River:this Point, we name» 

cd Frewflers Point, and at this Point only , and no,0+ 
ther is there any place paſſeable imo Charles Iland, 
and this Brewſflers Poine runs not quite from Charles 
Mand to themaineLandybur when:you come off the 
maine Land to the Rivers.fide, you.muſt; wade aboue 
fifty paces to come upon the Point , and if -yau mille 
the Point on cither ſide, up or downe the Rivce, you 
muſt ſwima,and the Rivet runs very; (wife.

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£410 one morning with 400; men 'treacheronfly flew 
249, of the Blandsna River Indians in revenge of three 
greaemen ſlaine by them, and 'the place'we'ramed 
Golpotha ;, as we were going to Bland;na River. we 


ſpake to Oyeocker our Guide to lead us the way, and 


he would not ; but asked our Appamaruuck Guide 
why we did nor get us gone,for the Inhavitanrs were 
jealous of us, and angry with us, and tl at the. Runner 
we ſent to the Twkarood would nor come art. the day 
appoirtcd, nor his King, bur ra: aiiortker way, and 
tol rhe Indians that we came ro cur them of; wiere- 
vpon our Appamartuck Guide ſtepped torch ,. and 
frcwoing tad, come along, we will go (ce the Falls, |

Natives feares, A Blandiza River we had ſome dif- 
courſe with our Appamarruck Guide concerning that 
River, who told us that that Branch of Blazd4xa River 
ran a great way-up into the Country ; and that about 
three dayes journy further rorthe.Sourh-WWelb, there 
was a fargreatcr Branch.ſo broad that.a. man could 
hardly ſee over it, and bended it iclfe to the North- 
ward above the. head of James River, unto, the foot 
of che grear Mountaines, @n which River there lived 
many pcople upwards, being the Orconacbears. and the 
Neſjoneicks , and-that where ſome of the moons 
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lived, theres an Iſland of e HH the River three dayes 
journy about, whic his of a verv rich and fertile ſolle, 
and that the upper cn of the liland 1s. fordable., nor 
above knee decpe , ofa ftony bottome , running very 
ſwift, and the other ſfiuc very decpe and navigable: 
Aiſo we fcund maiy ot the people of Blardrpa. River 
to have beards, and boeh theregand at woodfard River 
we ſaw maiiyvcry old men, and that the Climate ac- 
cording to our opinions was far more temperate then 
ours of Y:rgt41aand the Inhabitants full of Children; 
they alſo told us that at the borcome of the River was- 
great hcapes.of Saltz and we ſaw among them Cop- 
r,and were informed that they tip their pipes with 
filver, of which ſome have been brought-intothis 
Country , and *tis very probable that chere may be. 
Gold, and other Mcttals amongſt the hils, . a 
September 1. About noone from Woods Journey 
wee travelled ſome fſixe mules North Eaſt, unto the 
old Paththar leads to Brezfters River : within night 
we quartered on the, other fide of it , and kept good 
watch : this Path runnes from Woods, Journey north

and by Eaſt, and duc North. | 
September 2. .1n thc morning about eight of the 


clocke, as every one was mounted, came to Our quar- 
ters Occonmeſquay, ſanpe, ro.the Tuskarood King, and 
another Indian whom hc told. was a werrowance, akd 
his Kinſemap, wich che Runner which wee had ſent 
to the Tuskarood King, who was to meet us at Blans 
dinaRiver that night; the Fungs ſonne told ip tharche 
Englitb man —_ be at his houſe that night, x ptcax- 
way oft ; and. would have had us gone backe with 


him, buc we would not, and apnea him to mecte 
3 us 
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us at wwdford River where hee came not , wee 


having ſome ſuſpirion that hee came from ood: 
ford River that night , and that our Runner had 
not beene where we had ſcent him, through ſome 
informazjon of our Nottaway guide, which after- 
wards proved true, by the Relation of the werronance 
of Blandeng River , whom about fowre howres after 
wee had parted with the Kings fon, wee meron the 
way comming from xeodford River with a company 
of men, thinking he ſhould have found us at Blandrna 
River that night, according to his order and promiſe ; 
with whom talling into diſcourſe, he told us that the 
King of the Tw:kereods fon, and our Runner were the 
nightbefore at woodford River ; but the Kings ſon told 
us he came from Blandins River , and beyond, and 
hearing we were gone beforc he came ,, he had tra- 
yelled all night from Bla»drna River to overtake us, 
This day about Noone we came to wyoodford River 
Towne , and tarricd there that night , we found the 
old werrewance , andall his great men gone, yer had 
courteous quartcr ; but not without great 'graunds.of 
ſuſpition, and ſignes that they were angry atus : at 
our coming back to xvdford River we had informa- 
tion that ſome Spies of wainoake had been there a lit- 
clebefore we came; and'that the King of awuenoake and 
Chountexeante had ſent Runners to all the Nations 
thereabouts, informing them that the Engliſh were 
come to cut them off, which we fuppoſed to be ſome 
rp Polititians then Indian Conſultations, who 

d ſomeprivate ends to themaſclves, and minded.no- 
thing lefle then a publick goodzfor we found that the 
Runger whom we imploycd to carry our meſlage -

the Twukarood King, ran Wl 51 waynoaker;and he w 
the weodford Indians told us was the werrowance of 
Blazxdina River, was a weod/ord Indian, and no werrows 
ace, put done of purpole roger ſomething ont of us, 
and we had information that at thar rime there were 
other Engliſh amongſt the Indians. TINO 
September 3, By breake of day we journicd from 
oodftord River to a path ſome cight miles above Pen- 
zazts Mount 24 1 Adening and by. Eaftand North, 
North, Eaſt, which was done by the advice of out” 
Appamattuck Guide, who told ns that he was infor- 
med that ſome plors might be acted againſt us, if we 
. returned the way that we came, for we told Chounte- 
rounte we would retnrne the ſame way againe; And 
this information our Guide rold us he + from a wa» 
man that was his Sweet-heart belonging to woodford 
River, This day we paſſed over very much rich, red, 
fat:, marle Land, betwcene woodford River Towne, . 
and the headot Pennaxis Mount, with diyers Indian 
fields ; - the head of which River abounds much with 
reat Rocks of Stoneand is twohundred paces over; 
and hath a ſmall I{land in it named Sackfords Ifland, 
Berweene Pennants Mount River head ,\.and the head 
| of Farmers Chale River is.very mych excceding rich, . 
red, fat, marle Land,and Nottaway and Schockoores old 
fields, fora matter of fixe miles together all the "ny 
are blowne upor dead: Heere it began toraine aud:

it proved a very wer night.: Ar. the firſt other Notta- 
way old fields ; we found the Inhabitants much pet-

our Appatmattuck Guide conceived were the Wainoake Spies,

Septerwb. 4. Abour 8 of the Clock we travelledsNorth, North - 
Eaſt ſom {ix miles, unto the head of Farmers Chaſe River,where 
we were forced to ſwimmoyr horſes over, by reaſon of the great 
rain that fell char nighe, which otherwiſe with alittle labour 
may be madevery pafſable. At this place is very great Rocky 
Rones, fic ro make Mill-ſtones. with very rich eracks of Land, and 
in ſome places between the head of Farmers Chaſe River and 
Black water Lake, is ground that gives very probable proofe of 
an Iron, or {one ocher rich Mi:c Some ſixteen miles trom Far- 
mers Chaſc, Norch, and by Eaſt, and North, Norrh- Eait,lies Black 


liedle labour will be made very pafſable. From Black water La 
we did travcll co the old ticlds of Menks Nefoncicks, and from 
thence ſome 12 miles N. N. Eaſt we came uato Fort*Henry a- 
bear the cloſe of the Ever-ing, all well and in goad healch, not- 
withſtanding from the cime we had ſpoken with { bomnterownte 
at Pennants Mount, weevery nighr kept a ſtrickt watch , having 
our Swords girt, and oar Jans and Piſtols by us, for the Indians 
every night where we lay, kept a ſtrict guaid upon ns.
